Are not these the pnlray 
days of the drama ? 

The investigations into the myster- 
ious death of the Bov. T. Cocker, Con- 
gregational minister, Stoke, who was 
I itely found dead in one of the princi- | 
pa! thoroughfares at Himloy, were 
•Mich as to lead to the belief that the 
deceased met with his death from ac- 
cidentally falling over a precipitous 
place ten feet high into the road, and 
not by violence. There was a thick 
fog ut the time the accident occurred. 
His companion, the ^i.e^^ Mr. Horno, 
was completely exonerated from all 
bluino, the jury passing a vote of sym- 
pathy with him. 

The slave trade in Africa is still enor- 
mous. Dr. Livingstone estimated 
the traffiic for all Africa at half a mil 
lion yearly. Colonel Gordon puts the 
loss of life in the Soudan alone at 30- 
000 to 50,000 annually. P.oauf Pasha 
who was left to carry out the work be- 
gun by Colonel Gordon for the sup- 
pression of the slave trade, is proving 
its active abettor, and the iniquity is 
encouraged by the Pgyptian Govern- 
ment. "The sale and purchase of 
human beings continues to bo jiractic- 
ed on a large: scale in the Hedgey 
Yemen, Nubia, Abyssinia and at var- 
ious points on the coast. Men, women 
and children are sold as beasts of bur- 
den." 

At Kidwelly, a small town near 
Carmarthen, an eleven year-old boy 
was mi.ssod from homo for two day.?. 
On the third his murdered body was- 
found face downwards beneath a gar- 
den hedge in the town. The skull 
had been fractured, and the loft cheek 
cut away. The body was covered with 
loose grass, but tho alisenco of blood 
proved that the murder couUl not have 
been committed tlu're. When last 
seen alive deceased was playing in the 
garden with two lads of the same age, 
who live in the house adjoining, and 
who, with their mother, are in custody 
charged with tho crime. Deceased 
was known to have been possessed of 
10s., and this sum tho boy prisoners 
sjient the day after the iimrder is sup- 
posed to have been committed. 

The present head of the detective 
service of the English police is Mr. 
Hamond "Vincent, who is not much 
seen at the headquarters of the depart- 
ment in Scotland Yard. Mr. Vincent, 
though of English descent, was born 
in France, and educated at the Poly- 
technique, lie embraced informing as 
a profession and has carried it to its 
perfection. He was for a few years at 
the head of the Bereau of Secret Police 
at Paris, and wasemploycd by Bismarck 
in the Franco-German war. After the 
exposure of the detective system at 
Scotland Yard three years ago — ^vhich 
led to the conviction of an inspector 
and two detectives — he was employed 
to lake charge of the English select po- 
lice. 

Lord Beaconsfield, it is said, can be, 
if lie chooses, the best company in 
England ; and he generally choo.scs to 
be so at the little dinners of .seven or 
eight in which his heart delights, and 
at^which his lips give forth clever epi- 
grams on cabinets anil individuahs. He 
is particularly fond of reading biograph- 
ies, memoirs, and diaries, and knows 
most of the best of these which the 
English language contains. Ho likes 
litci-ary conversation, but '^the subject 
must be not so much the merits of par- 
ticular authors as the general tendency 
of the modern literai-y spirit, lie hates 
professional litterateurs, and has said 
more bitter things about tbem than 



about any other class of persons, unless, 
indeed, it be thosowhomhecallshi3"pro- 

fessional parasites." Hotreatsthnm with 
scarcely veiled contoniiit, "Place me," 
he said not long ago to a distinguished 
and a charming lady, "next to anyone 
you like, but not a political enthusiast 
or a professional parasite. That is the 
sort of person I only sec at lunch." 

Says tho London World: — George 
Eliot, and now Carlyle. Both have 
passed into "tho Eternal Silence" and 
the story may he told. A young man, 
no longer youthful, but now as well 
known at Westminster as ho is popular 
at the hall, called upon tho sage for 
counsel and advice. Gently received 
he opened hia heart to tho philosopher. 
Ho had ambitions as a writer. Ho 
contributed to liglit literature, but hi.s 
soul hungered for higher things. Ilr 
would dissect human nature, expose 
its foibles, glorify its goodness and its 
graces. He yearned, but feared to 
tread the higher walks of fiction. Car- 
lyle looked gravely at tho blushing 
boy. "A poor trade, lad, a pooi* trade! 
I tried to read your George Eliot's 
'Adam Bede' and now 1 am reading 
the second volume of her last 
book," rapping tho volume before him, 
"and find it neither instructive nor 
amusing, but dull — simply dull." Then 
turning the leaves he muttered, "Poor 
Lewes, poor Lewes !" and the young 
man, ratlier dazed, went away and buri- 
ed himself in law. 

Mr. Carlyle had no high opinion of 
tbeadvocatesof women's rightSjOn whom 
he looked as affording "one of tho most 
afflicting proofs of the miserable an- 
archy that prevails in human society." 
He co!!sid>'re(i tlint. woman's "true 
and noble function in this world was, 
is, and ever will be that of being a 
wife and helpmate to worthy men, and 
discharging well theduties thatdevolvo 
on her, in consequence, as mother of 
children and unstress of a household — 
duties high, noble, silently important 
as any that can fall to a human crea- 
ture; duties which, if well discliarged, 
constitute woman, in a soft, beautiful 
and almost sacred way, tho queen of 
tho world, and which, by her natural 
faculties, graces, strength, and weak- 
ness, are every way indicated as special- 
ly hers. Tho true destiny of a woman 
therefore is to wed a man she can love 
and esteem, and to lead noiselessly un- 
der his protection, with all tho wisdom 
grace and heroism that is in her, the 
life prcscrilied in consequence." If, 
however, she missed thus her destiny, 
then sho might take up medicine as 
sho might tailoring, printing, etc. In 
the face of tho evidence of past ages, 
he did not look on them as unfit for 
medical studies, and, therefore, would 
afford them facilities for it if they were 
not to be wives and mothers, with the 
proviso that for obvious reasons they 
should have either female teachers or 
else "an extremely select kind of men," 
and that they should be taught com- 
pletely apart from the male students as 
"to have young women present among 
young men in anatomical classes, clini 
cal lectures, or generallv studying 
medicine in ('oncert is an incongruity 
of tho first magnitude and shocking to 
to ih ink of to every pure and modest 
mind." 

Quite a sensation has been caused in 
Leicester by the announcement that a 

gentleman has ap[)nareil claiming to be 
heir to tlie estates of Jlr. Wynn Stan- 
ley, who some eighteen years ago mys- 
teriously disapiieared while he was 
High Sheriff of Leicestershire. The 
case is enshrouded in great obscurity, 
but it appears that, in consequence of 
some family disagreement, Mr. Stanley 
left Leicestershire suddenly, tolling his 
mother that slie would never see his 
face again. He was traced to France, 
and his relatives raised £10,000, 
which was given to him while there to 
[irovide for his wants. He, however, 
again disapjjeareti very suddenly, and 
it was subsequently di.scovered that he 
iiad unwisely intrusted tlie XI 0,000 to 
several gentlemen, and it was lost in 
an unfortunate agricultural speculation. 
All trace of Mr. Stanley was lost, and 
.£ 1,000 was offered as a reward for his 
discovery or the finding ot his body. A 
Leicester detective, named Smith, went 
to Russia and Germany, and finally 
succeeded in finding a body in the 
Rhine bearing certain marks which 
were known to exist on Mr. Stanley. 
This body was recognized by an inn 
keeper as that of an unknown traveller 
who had not paid his hotel expenses, 
but had left bis jewels as security for 
payment. Theso jewels were rccog 
nized as those- of Mr. Wynn Stanley, 
and some hand-writing was also sworn 
to by his valet. All the private marks 
on the linen, however, had been cut off, 
and although there were grave grounds 
for doubt, it was generally boljeved 
that Mr. Wynn Stanley had commit- 
ted suicide. It is now asserted that 
while in France he was married to a 
French lady to whom it was known he 
had an attachment, and it is a son of 
this alleged marriage that is now put 
forward as the heir to the estates near 
Leicester. What lends additional in- 
! terest to the case is the fact that a few 
months ago a Leicester Workingman's 
Land Society purchased with tho con- 
sent of the Court of Chancery about 
six acres of land for cottages fiom Mr. 
Carlyon, into whoso hands the estates 
have passed, dt a'' cost" of £2,040, and 
tho jjurchasG not being quite completed 
they aro in great difficulty what to do 
under the circumstances. The socisty

Meanwhile 
the sisters of Mr. Stanley have inado a 
iloclaration to tho oli'ect that to the 
best of their knowledge and belief ho 
is dead, and that ho was not married in 
England. 

Jlr. Yates, in the Woj'ld, has several 
anecdotes to'tell of Carlyle. Tlie scene 
of one was at a dinner where wore 
present, among others, Carlyle and tho 

well-known editor of the JiUfiitr. 

Tlie last named had enuiiciatod soiiio 
weighty opinion on the subject under 
discussion — as Dickens used to say, 

" treating it in the usual Bevieto 

manner, wrapping it u]) in a small par- 
cel and laying it by on a sliolf as done 
with forever " — and a dead silence en- 
sued. I'his silenci) was, to the aston- 
ishment of all, broken by Carlyle, who 
was seated immediately opposite tho 
editor, looking across at him in a 
dreamy way, ami saying, as 
though to hinisolf, but in perfectly 
audible tones, " Eh, but yon'ro a pair 
creeter, a puir, wretched, mopserable 
creetur." But there is one trait in his 
character, jierhaps tho most interesting 
of all just now, which la thus revealed 
by one of INIr. Yates' correspondents : 
" The lato Mr. Carlyle was not to be 
induced to dine out .save at ono or two 
houses, and then on very rare occa- 
sions. I am speaking of a time about 
six or seven years ago. The few that 
were invited had a rare treat ; for tho 
occasion came but once or twice in tho 
year, notably on a Christmas Day. On 
this high solomiiity a servant wa.s dis 
patcheil to purchase and select with 
care a yard-long ' churchwarden,' with 
a screw of the seer's favorite tobacco, 
our host finding a pleasure and sacri- 
fice in thus con.senting to what was 
really odious to him. On this high 
solemnity wo would have Browning or 
Eeade, or it might be the present Lord 
Lytton. And after dinner tho sago 
drew in his chair, and the churchwar- 
den being lit, a picturesquo ligure 
enough lie looked as ho puffed and dis- 
coursed his quaint wisdom. There 
being an Irish gentleman present, the 
state of his country was discussed, 
whereon the sage thus d( livered him- 
self, I recollect well, in his not unmusi- 
cal burr: ' Ye see the Irish may hiivo 
their grievances ; but I tell you, sairs, 
before I'd listen to ono wnird fram 'em, 
I'd just, wi' sword and gun, shoot and 
cut and how tliem a' until I'd taught 
thera to respect human life and give up 
murder. Then I'd listen to 'em.' The 
Irish gentleman )iroceeding to argue 
that they would not accept tho existing 
domination or be reconciled to it. 
'Then what would ye propose, sir f 
' There is no remedy,' said tho sage. 
' Yes,' said the gentleman, ' wo can go 
awav — go home.' With flashing eyes 
and fierce liurst, ' Wo'll cut your 
throats first ! ' cried the sage." Those 
present — Mr. Browning was — will re- 
call the roar which the vehement sally 
evoked. It was like Johnson nssailing 
Boswell on Scotland before conipanv. 
En rfcanc/ie, as the sulijeot of Ireland 
is interesting just now, tlio following 
characteristic " screed " may bo given 
here : — " Dear sir — I am much obliged 
by your goodness to me. f f tho French 
pamphlet is of any valiK: to you, as I 
suppose likely, then please tlo not send 
it higher. I could get little or no use 
of it, e.xcept what it alre.ady got, what 
is implied in your kind offer of it. Yo i 
mistake much if you consider mo blind 
to the beautiful natural faculties and 
capabilities of the Irish character, or 
other than a loving friend of Ireland 
(from a very old date now), though I 
may have my own notions as to what 
would be real friendship to Ireland, 
and what would be only sham friend- 
ship. Believe me yours, with many 
thanks and wishes. — " T. Carlyle."

We have gone over tlio .state- 
ment of receipts of revenue from tho 
various districts from the 1st of Jan- 
uary, 1880, to the 31st of Dccemher, 
1881, and obtain the following result:

In the estimates it is proposed to set 
apart 8138,497 for public works 
throughout the province. This .sum at 
first sight does not appear out of pro- 
portion with the requirements of tlie 
country. With $138,197 in hand the 
goveriunent ought to be enabled to con- 
Btruct many much-needed road.i, ex- 
ecute all necessary repairs and have a 
sutlicient sum left over to WuiUl new 
schoolhouses in several districts. But 
a close examination shows that the ap 
propriation is a hollow sham. Pricked 
with the point of a pen it proves to be 
a delusion and a snare. Of the total 
sum only .$69,G00 — or about one- 
half— is intended to bo expended on 
roads, bridges and wharves; 812,130 
upon fences and buildings; ami H^'^,- 
037 upon the drydock. The last named 
appropriation will be refunded by the 
Imperial government upon the comple- 
tion of tlio dock and will be provided 
for by debentures. Of the ?t)9,C00, 
$40,000 will be applied to the re[)air of 
the Yale-Cariboo road, leaving only 
$29,000 for roads, bridges and wharves 
throughout the province I This 6guro 
approximates (as the Hnanco minister 
told the House on Thursday) the ex- 
penditure on similar objects in li!73— 
two years after Confederation, when the 
province had scarcely got upon its own 
legs and three years before ways and 
means had been provided for securing 
an elastic revenue. There ought to be 
no hesitation in the minds of honora- 
ble members in condemning the budget. 
Even the most devoted adherent of the 
government nni.st sec that tlic sum is 
entirely inadequate for the pur|)oses 
proposed. One member (a supporter 
of the government) informs us that a 
vote of at least $30,000 would bo 
necessary to restore the roads in his 
district to tiieir stale in 1S77; and 
there is reason to believe that the con- 
dition of that particular district is the 
experience of nearly all. Only patch- 
ing of a verv teiuporary character can 
be carried on during this year with tlie 
sum proposed and the members who 
anticipated a just division of the pub- 
lic money in accordance with the needs, 
importance and contributions of each 
district will be sadly disappointed. The 
contemptibly small sum is most un 
justly distributed. Important districts 
that are very large contril)utors to the 
general revenue are literally cut off 
with a brass farthing; wliilc other dis- 
tricts which contribute .scarcely any- 
thing towards the support of the gov- 
ernment receive as much and more 
than their more favored and less im 
portant neighbors. Suppose we sot 
the revenue received from each district 
and the amount |>roposod to be e.xpond- 
ed in each in separate columns and see 
how th&y look:

What could possibly be more unfair 
than to vole districts like New West- 
minster with a revenue of §30,800 only 
$3500, Oariboo, contributing §28,- 
957, only $3000, or Cassiav with $30,- 
194 revenue, $2000. Similar instances 
of injustice will lie found all through 
the schedule and the only wonder is 
that the representatives of the districts 
which are "out and injured" do not pro- 
test against the ill treatment that is 
meted out to them. 



The AttaolE Oil ZngersoU. 

The onslaught made on Ingorsoll 
by Chief Justice Comegys at Wil- 
mington, Del., was made from the bench 
and the remarks were addressed to a 
grand jury. Ingersoll had lately lec- 
tured in the place. The Judge said: 
"Blasphemous language was used where 
we are assembled by an audacious dis- 
ciple of the defaniors of revealed re- 
ligion, for the purpose of exposing its 
doctrines to contempt and ridicule; and, 
to what some consider the reproach of 
the people of this city, no man stepped 
forward to call him to account for his 
defiance of the law of the state. I say 
to you that the law of this state is 
against the insulting of God by re- 
proachful or derogatory language or ex 
pressions, ond exciting the passions" of 
the people by treating their religion 
with contempt. No community such 
as ours can exist as a healthy moral 
organization where men art^^allowed to 
speak '" without challenge against the 
very and only foundation upon which 
it securely rests — the overruling power 
of God. When we dethrone His maj. 
cstv and jorect in its place our own 
notions of right and wrong, we shall 
aoon pass into, a state of life not re- 
siriining, butweflfect promoting, our 
iiiherent propensity of evil, for no oaa- 



did man can pretend that our impulse 
is not toward the gratification rather 
than in restraint of our passions. His 
honor added that blasphemy was an 
ancient common law oiTence, and was 
also made a crime by a Delaware stat 
ute as long ago as 1740. The punish- 
ment until 1826 was the pillory, the 
brand and the whip. He said that In- 
gersoll might be arrested by any officer 
without a warrant, and added: 
"It is, I ho]3e, hardly necessary 
to say to this community and to assure 
the people of it that if any one shall be 
convicted of the crime of blasphemy 
there will bo no stint of the full meas- 
ure of the iiunishment the law pro- 
scribes. And we shall in no wise be 
deterred from the performance of our 
duty by the sneers of the devotees of 
any other faith than that of the body 
of the people of this state or the depre- 
catory expression of those who think 
the right of free speech will be infring- 
ed thereby." _ 

PROSPEROUS TIMES TN ENG- 
LAND. 

Tho I'imes of Jan. 24tli saya : — " In 
almost every instance tliere is an in- 
crease of dividend as compared with 
the corresponding half-year of 1879. 
The London and Westminster pays 18 
jier cent, per annum, as compared with 
15 per cent. J tho London Joint-Stock 
17, as compared with 15 per cent.; 
tho Union 15, as compared with \i\ 
per cent.; the London and County 20, 
as compared with 18 per cent; the 
Imperial 7, as compared with 6 per 
cent.; and tho Alliance G, as compared 
with f) per cent.; while both tho City 
and tho Consolidated maintain their 
dividends. Thus in no case is there a 
falling-off, while the increase in moat 
instances is material. If we were to 
take a strict account of profit earned, 
the result would bo more favorable still, 
additions being made to reserve funds 
out of profits besides the increase of di- 
vidends. Similarly tho leading discount 
companies exhibit an advance. Tho 
National Discount Company pay 13 per 
cent, per annum instead of 12 per cent, 
for tho corresponding half-year of 1879; 
the General Credit 6 per cent, for the 
whole year, as compared with 4 per 
cent, for 1879 ; and the United Di 
count Corporation 6 per cent, perannum 
as compared v,-it!i 5 per cent. Alto 
ther, as we calculate, tho leading banks 
and discount companies of the metropo 
lis divide among theirshareholders from 
10 to 12 per cent, more money in re 
spoct of the profits of the past half-year 
tlian they divided in respect of tlie se 
cond half-year of 1879. And as regards 
railway companies, though the Stock 
Exchange is disappointed, it is ditficult 
for outsiders in most cases to perceive 
tho cause of disappointment. The 
South Eastern C'ompany pays 8 per 
cent, per annum on its ordinary stock, 
as compared with 7;^ per cent.; thoMan- 
cliester, SheQield and Lincolnshire Com- 
pany pays 4t per cent., as compared with 
3i per cent.; tho Great Eastern 3 per 
cent., as compared with'2| per cent.; 
while in other cases the dividend has 
been maintained."

'I'lio Diructor.f in ni.nking their .'Vnnual Report' have to inform tho Subscribers 
th;il during tho past year tlioy liavo imccoodod in purcliasing a plot of land of 5 acres 
inuiiediatuly .'idjoiniii;,' tho Hospital, for tlio purposo of trocting an Asylum for Con- 
valosi ont^ in connoction witii the Uospital. Tho Government have voted a sum of 
luouiy fi.r tlu> erection of tho necessary builditigaj but before tho works could be 
coiniiii.Miced tho Government required tho land to bo convoyed to tho Crown, which 
lias lieoii done. Tho coining spring will, it is hoped, .sea tliis moat necessary adjunct 
to tlio institiitinn.i of tho Province com])lctcd. 

Tho Directors rngret that the House of As.scnibly have passed a resolution com- 
olutuly ruvor.-iiiig tho policy undiu' which the Hospital has been for so many years 
not nusiiccij.i.sfully managed; liithcrto thu (ioveniniout have boon content with hav- 
ing two Directors on the Board, and as a rule these Govommont Directors have been 
active and useful members, and have fully answered the purposes for which they were 
placed on tho Board. 

The other Dirootors are tho noinince.s of tho Riilisorihnrs, The proposed cliango 
will he diHrimental to tho interests of lliuse for whom a hospital is supported. Tho 
attention lU'Cossar^- to details takes up a great (IlmI of time, aud to 8U])pose that work 
wliicli is now performed efficiently by eight gentlemen will bo equally as nell per- 
formed by four i.s supposing too much, aud tho inevitable result will bo a recurrence 
to tlio worst evils of tho past. The interest which tho public now tako in tho insti- 
tuti<ni will, it is feared, greatly lessen, and tho active and friendly assistance given by 
many will hardly bo Q.xtonded to a purely Government institution. 

The Directors have again to express their thanks to Messrs. Dunsmuir and tho 
Vancouver Coal Company for donations of coal and to various charitable societies and 
individuals who have geiicrously contributed to the support of the institution. 

Thu ali'airs of the Hospital have been economically managed, as will bo seen by 
the amount, of .sufibrings relieved and tho Treasurer's account of tho expenditure. . 

In closing this report tho Directors regret that tho chango introduced by the 
Government will prevent them again offering their services, and from tlie applications 
which have been received for a return of subscriptions and the opinions expressed of 
tho change, thoy fear that tho closing of ono of tho most useful institutions of the 
Proviiico will ultiniatoly bo tho result. 

There yot remains to bo oousiderod tho question of tho ownership of tho pro- 
perty aud tho terras on which it was devoted to its present use, and how far tho pro- 
sout changes will afTeot it. On this subject the Directors aro not yet in a position to 
givo an opinion.

Tho number of in-patients, as will bo ■aeon below, is 
less than last year, owing, in a great measure, to so many beds being occupied by in- 
curables, Tho number of out-patients has greatly inoroasod, as I have had to treat 
as nut-pationts many who would have been in-patients had there been vacant beds.

Total 282 

Of whom 10 have died from tho following causes:— Lung Disease, 6j Heart Dis- 
ease, 1; Paralysis,!; Old Ago nnd Exhaustion, 2. Total 10. 

Tn conclusion I have to express my thanks to myprofession.al brethren, who have 
always rendered mo any assistance I was in need of; and I would wish to draw tho 
attention of tho Board of Directors to tho admirable inaunor in which the Superin- 
tendent, Mr. Robinson, has conducted tho internal affairs of tho Hospital, showing 
all possible kindness and consideration for tho patients compatible with the discipline 
necessary in a public institution.

Satisfactory Progross of tlxo "Work. 

Tho conatriiction of tlvo drydock at Es- 
ijiiiinalt is iirogresaing vory favorably, and 
till! niethotl and rotfiilarity in conducting 
tlio work sati.ifactorily shows that 
tlij gentlemen esitnistod with the undor- 
takin;,' are thoroughly cumpetont to carry 
it out to its completion. Tho first feature 
that iiresents itself to a visitor is tho ox- 
tiinaivo Qxcavatian that has been made be- 
low tho sea lovol. A cutting 120 feet 
wide, 100 feet long, with an average depth 
of 20 foot; also, a side cutting of equal 
depth where tho tramway has been built. 
Tho quantity of clay that has been re- 
movoil is estimated at li),UUO tons. An 
o.\callent plan has been adopted to convey 
ihu clay from the lovvov to the turfaco 
_^.evol. A woolen tramway has been laid 
d</u ii on which li cars are kept constant- 
ly running during working hours, each 
0.11- cautaining a load of '2'2h cubic feet. 
They are loaded tit the face of tho bank 
ami taken by hand to the foot of the in- 
cline where, by a simple appliance, they 
ar-' attaehed to an endlesa chain, which 
works on two horizontal drums driven by 
steam power and by this means they are 
dr iwn to the top of the incline where the 
car detaches it-self from tho chain tmd 
is taken in hand by men who push it to 
tlio end of ono of tho branch lines fi-onj 
the backing of tho future dock. Tho 
empty cars are returned by the samo 
means to be refilled. Along tho face of 
the dock slicot piling is being .sunk 12 
feut in depth into the solid clay to form 
tho bed for tho foundation of tho 
sea wall. These piles are driven by a 
pile driver, designed expressly for tho 
purpose by Mr. Mahood, 0. E. It is at- 
tached to tho engine of a stetim scow 
wliich is moored outside tho cofibrdam 
and the whole is found to wink veiy ef- 
fectively. Another mtiohino, designed by- 
Mr. Walter Clarke, is in course of con- 
struction and is to be employed in exca- 
vating. This machine is somewhat simi- 
lar to a pile driver; but instead of tho 
iisvud hammer a balk of tiuiber, weighing 
about 12 cwt., in used, to tho lower end of 
which is bolted a huge iron shovel. It 
is <10 feet in height iuid has a fall from 10 
to 30 feet. It stands at a rako of about 10" 
from the perpendicular. Tt will bo placed 
on the top of the cutting, and being driven 
by stcani pnwor, tho work yf o.tcavating 
will bo rapidly on'ected. The granite for 
the entrance of the doi;k has lioen landed 
on tho cofl'erdani, and consists of blocks 
weighing from .'j to tons. Its quality is 
of the very best description and is per- 
fectly free horn any kind of flaw what- 
ever. It is to be hoped that tho govern- 
ment will reconsider that part of tho spe- 
cification which directs that the interior 
of the dock shall be built of freestone and 
brick. It would be a fatal mistake to use 
such materials for that purpose, for8 in 
wedging up the shores to support a ship 
in position every blow of tho hammer 
would cause such stones to crack or crum- 
ble into dust, and thus prove a con.stant 
bill of e.xpen.se to the province, whilst, on 
the other hand, if built of granite it would 
re(|uire no repair-s and last fiu'agos. About 
80 men are at present employed on tho 
works ; but this forco will bo greatly in- 
creased as soon as they can be placed to 
advantage.

The Zrlsli Ooeroion Bill. 

"Beit enacted by the Queen's Moat 
Excellent Majesty," by and with the ad- 
vice and consent of the Lords Spiritual 
and Temporal, and Commons, in this 
present Parlianii-nt assembled, and by 
the authority of the same, as follows 

"Clause 1.— -(1) Any person who is 
dtfclared by the warraiit of the Lord- 
Lieutenant to be reasonably suspected 
of having, either before or after the 
passing of this Act, been guilty as prin- 
cipal oraccessory of high treason, treason- 
felony, or tretisomiblo practices, wher- 
ever committed, or of any crime pun- 
ishable by htw eoiiiiiiiltciUin a prescrib- 
ed district, being an act of violence or 
intimidation, or tho inciting to an act 
of violence or intimidation, and tending 
to interfere with or disturb the main- 
tenance of law and order, may bo ar- 
rested in any part of Ireland, and legal- 
ly detained during the continuance of 
this Act in such pri.son in Ireland as 
may from time to time be directed by 
the Lord-Lieutenant without bail or 
mainjirizo, and shall not be discharged 
or tried by any Court without the di- 
rection of tho Lord- Lieutenant, and 
every such warrant sliall bo conclusive 
evitlonce of all mutters therein contain- 
ed and of the jurisdiction to issue and 
execute such warrant, and of the legali- 
ty of the arrest and detention of tho 
person mentioned in such warrant. 

" (2) Any pfr.son detained in pur- 
suance of a warr:iiit uniler this Act shall 
bo treated as a person accused of crime, 
and not as a convicted prisoner. 

" (3) A list of all persons for the 
time being detained in prison under this 
Act, with a statement opposite each 
person's numo of the prison in which ho 
is detained for the time being, and of 
the ground staled for his arrest in the 
warrant under which he is detained, 
shall be laid before each House of Par 
liament within tho first seven days of 
every month during which Parliament 
is sitting. 

"(•1) 'Proscribed district' means any 
part of Ireland in that behalf specified 
by an order of tho Lord -Lieutenant 
for the timo being in force ; and tho 
Lord- Lieutenant, by and with the ad- 
vice of the Privy Council in Ireland, 
nitiy from timo to timo make, and 
■.vhc:^ made revoke and alter any sucli 
order. 

"Clause 11. — Any warrant pr order 
of tho Lord-Lieutenant under this Act 
may be signified under his hand, or the 
hand of the Chief Secretary to the 
Lord-Lieutenant, and a copy of every 
warrant under this Act shall within 
seven days after the execution thereof 
be transmitted to tho clerk of the 
Crown for the county of the City of 
Dublin, and be filed by him in his pub- 
lic office in that city. 

"(2) The Lortl-Lieutonant, by and 
with tlio advice of the Privy Council 
in Irohuul, may from timo to time 
make, and when made revoke and alter 
an order jirescribing tlio forms of war- 
rants for tho purpose of this Act ; and 
any forms so proscribed shall when 
used be valid in law. 

"(3) Every order under this Act 
sliall bo published in tlie Dublin Gazelle 
and tin; printed copy of the Dublin 
Gazette, purporting to be printed and 
Dublislied by tho Queen's authority, 
containing tho publication of any or- 
di'r under this Act shall be conclusive 
evidence of tho contents of such order, 
and of the dtite thereof, and of the 
same having been duly mad". 

"(1) The expression 'Lord-Lieuten- 
ant' means the Lord Lieutenant of Ire- 
land or other chief Governor or Gov- 
ernors of Ireland for the samo time 
being. 

"Clause III. — Tliis Act shall con- 
tinue in forco until the thirtieth day of 
September, one thousand eight hun- 
dred and eighty-two, and no longer," — 
Times.
